What are the procedures for getting a 


divorce? What does it cost? Where do 
you file for It? Do you have to state 
grounds? Do you have to have a 
lawyer? My husband will be very un- 
pleasant about a divorce. So, how do 
you get a peace bond, or whatever, to 
protect yourself from someone? 


Divorce, as both a legal and an 


emotional issue, is fairly complex in the 
most "simple" situations, and money 
spent on an attorney is usually money 
well spent. 


Cost will depend on what is involved, 


whether or not your husband contests 
the divorce, whether there are children 
involved, whether or not there is 
property involved, and other con- 
siderations. 


A petition for divorce is filed in 


district court. Grounds are stated in the 
petition. Where you can demonstrate 
sufficient cause for a peace bond, those 
are issued in Justice Court. 


There are two books available which 


might be of help to you. One, title, 
"Creative Divorce," deals with the 
overall aspects of divorce. 


The second, titled "Texas Divorce for 


Under $35," is a guide to filing for and 
following 
through with your own 


divorce. It is written by Frank Gilstrap, 
and costs $5.95. It is available in most 
larger retail bookstores. 


But even with that book, if your case 


is complicated by factors such as you 
mention, it might still be advisable to 
seek legal counsel before filing. 


I moved about three months ago, and 


one of my credit card accounts didn't 
change my address as I requested. Now 
the company (an airline) says I'm past 
due, and is threatening to file suit for 
debt in the local court. Can they do this? 
I view this as their error, not mine. 


The legal definition of "billing error" 


includes "Failure to mail your 
statement to your current address, 
provided you notified the creditor of 
your address change at least 10 days 
before the billing period ended." 


If that, as you state, is your situation, 


then you should write the creditor 
immediately, explain what happened, 
and ask that your bill be submitted to 
you for payment without finance 
charges on the disputed bills. 


If, in an investigation, it is found that 


the company made no errors, then you 
will have to pay any finance charges 
that accumulated and any minimum 
payments you missed. 


But, after the bill has been explained 


to the company's satisfaction — even if 
you still disagree — the creditor can 
report you as delinquent on your ac- 
count and begin collection proceedings. 
If this is done, the creditor must also 
report that you challenge your bill, and 
you must be provided in writing the 
name and address of each person to 
whom your credit information has been 
given. 


If you believe the company has 


violated some portion of the Truth in 
Lending laws, contact the Federal 
Trade Commission, Washington, D.C. 
20580, in writing and explain your 
problem. They can better tell you what 
recourses you have. 


Could you please give me some in- 


formation concerning the K-Mart store 
coming to Corslcana? 
What is the 


projected 
opening date?

could I contact concerning a job? 


K-Mart has not yet announced an 


opening date for its Corsicana store, 
which is now under construction near 
Navarro Mall, but it is expected that 
the store will be open sometime in the 
fall.

Texas 


Employment Commission office, K- 
Mart usually advertises for job in- 
terviews in local papers when they are 
ready to begin hiring. Applications are 
not accepted until that time. 


Willie Hodge, head of the local TEC 


office, says his staff has already 
received a number of inquiries about 
jobs in the local store, and has talked 
with K-Mart officials about procedures 
for hiring employes for the store, but 
that no details have yet been worked 
out. The Employment Commission is 
currently not accepting applications for 
K-Mart jobs. 


Hodge recommends that you wait 


until the ad appears prior to the opening 
of the store. That ad, he says, will give 
you the information you need about 
applying for a job with the new store. 


I would like to know why the Daily

Angus sues Mustang 
to stop annexation 


The Town of Angus has filed suit against the 


Town of Mustang seeking to stop a Mustang 
proposal to annex a strip of land adjoining the 
Town of Angus. 


The property involved, according to the 


suit, is a finger-like projection of land con- 
sisting of 16 acres on the east and northeast 
sides of Angus. 


The suit alleges that since the town is a 


general law town and not a home-rule town, 
any proposed annexation must first be voted 
on by the residents of the land, or since no one 
lives on the land, by the owners of the land. 


The suit says that the owners of the land, 


Allen Edens and J.L. Hollingsworth are op- 


posed to the annexation. 


Also stipulated in the suit is that since the 


strip of land is less than 500 feet wide, it must 
be connected on two sides with Mustang as 
would be required by state civil statutes. 


The suit also alleges that since Mustang and 


Angus have overlapping extra-territorial 
jurisdiction, Angus must be consulted prior to 
the annexation. The suit says that Angus was 
not consulted about the action. 


Also required by law, the suit says, is that 


the owners of land must petition for an- 
nexation as well as consent before annexation 
can take place, which the suit says did not 
happen.

TP&L's rate hike delayed

Texas 
Power 
and 
Light 


received its requested 11.6 per 
cent rate increase from the 
Corsicana 
City 
Commission 


Wednesday afternoon, but the 
light company will not receive 
the higher rates as soon as it 
hoped. 


The commission voted 3-0-1, 


with 
Commissioner 
Gene 


Johnson abstaining, to pass the 
rate hike effective July 26 in- 
stead of effective June 26 as 
requested by TP&L manager 
Embry Ferguson. 


The delayed rate idea, though 


was suggested by Ferguson 
after Commissioner Dr. R.B. 
Gober moved that the com- 
mission suspend action on the 
11.6 per cent increase as the 
pre-election commission had 
suspended action on the TP&L's 
original 34 per cent rate hike. 


FORMER COMMISSIONER 


R.A. Armistead had earlier 


suggested a suspension of the 
new rate in order-to "give bill 
payers one more bill" before 
the increased rates become 
effective and to give the com- 
mission an opportunity to see 
what neighboring cities would 
do when presented with the 11.6 
per cent increase okayed by the 
Public Utility Commission. 


Dr. Gober, expressing the 


feeling that the commission had 
"no recourse" but to accept the 
rate hike either with or without 
an appeal to the PUC, said "The 
best we can do is put it off 30 
days." 


Johnson agreed 
with 
Dr. 


Gober on the idea to suspend the 
rate, saying Corsicana was one 
of the first cities to be ap- 
proached by TP&L and that he 
wanted more time to think the 
request over. 


JOHNSON SAID THAT he's 


"been against and am still 
against" giving TP&L a rate 
hike, and reminded the com-

NORRIS POINTED out that 


the consultants hired by the 
Texas 
,. Municipal 
League 


suggesttu a 12.9 per cent in- 
crease as opposed to the 11.6 per 
cent figure and added that the 
city would have to come up with 
its own evidence and defend 
itself in appeal before the PUC 
if it denied TP&L the new rate. 


Stroube joined Dr. Gober and 


Norris in approving the delayed 
rate hike, with Johnson ab- 
staining because he wanted to 
get 
"more 
input" 
before 


making his decision. 


Ferguson 
had 
earlier 


lamented that TP&L is losing 
$150,000 a day each day it 
doesn't get its new rates and 
expressed concern over the 
company's ability to maintain 
its AAA bond rating. 


Ferguson said that the PUC 


action had severely hampered 
TP&L's efforts to convert to 
lignite as its primary source of 
electric generation. 


He also noted that both the 


Texas

League 


consultants and the PUC staff 
had recommended a larger rate 
hike than that which the three- 
member 
commission 
finally 


settled on.

College won't 
get money 


Plan revealed to let NC's 
computers count ballots 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


unveiled a plan Wednesday 
afternoon that could cut from 
$10,000 to $25,000 off the cost of 
purchasing punch card voting 
machines for Corsicana and 
Navarro County. 


City commission 
members 


instructed Ballenger to pursue 
this avenue while endorsing 
Monday action by Navarro 
County Commissioners Court to 
ask for bids on a computerized 
voting system, subject to ap- 
proval of both bodies. 


Ballenger 
told 
the com- 


mission that City 
Secretary 


Nelda Neal, in checking with 
other cities using computerized 
voting, discovered that San 
Angelo used a computer at a 
local college to count its ballots, 
eliminating the need for the 
$24,000 ballot tabulator included 
in present deliberations. 


Ballenger said that further 


checking with the computer 
department at Navarro College 
indicated that it, too, could 
program its computer for use in 
local elections. 


The city and county have 


agreed to split the cost of the 
ballot tabulator equally. 


Sherry Kubicki, representing 


Computer Election 
Systems, 


the 
only 
computer 
voting 


system licensed in the state 
and, consequently, the only one 
eligible to bid for the local 
service, told the commission 
that even using the college's 
computers, locals would need a 
$10,000 program from CES to 
guarantee the safety of the 
ballots. 


Mrs. Neal said, however, NC 


computer head Guy 
Pollock 


indicated 
that 
writing 
the 


program 
wouldn't 
be 
any 


problem after looking at the 
information on the cards and 
the results obtained. 


Dropping the ballot tabulator 


from the package would cut the 
city's share of the system from 
$21,650 to $9,400, according to 
Ballenger, who said that he had 
checked and found that it would 
be all right to pay for the system 
with revenue sharing money. 


Also of concern to the com- 


mission was whether or not CES 
would bid the rates quoted by 
Miss Kubicki since she has said 
recently that CES has raised its 
prices but that she had been 
authorized to quote the prices in 
effect 
when 
she 
first ap- 


proached the county with her 
proposal. 


Ballenger was told to check 


further on Navarro's ability to 
count the ballots.

propriations bill approved by 
the House and Senate con- 
ference committee yesterday 
does not include $200,000 to help 
pay the debt Navarro College 
owes First National Bank of 
Corsicana. 


This eliminates any chance 


for the money in the fiscal 1978 
or 1979 appropriations bill. 


The House of Representatives 


had included funding for the 
debt in the bill it approved, but 
there was no mention of it in the 
Senate bill. The conference 
committee's job was to work out 
differences between the two 
bills. 


When the question of paying 


the debt first came up late last 
week the committee 
passed 


over it with hardly a comment. 
And there were few comments 
when the decision was made 
that there would be no funding. 


Apparently the decision for no 


funding was spurred 
by a 


conflict with another proposed 
special 
appropriation 
for 


Howard County College at Big 
Spring. 


The Senate appropriation bill 


has proposed giving that college 


$100,000 to lessen the impact of 
an expected enrollment drop 
when a nearby Air Force base 
closes. 


Rep. Forrest Green of Cor- 


sicana argued that Navarro 
College should get its funding 
for an enrollment increase if 
there was to be any funding for 
an enrollment drop at Howard 
County College. 


"We had all the right on our 


side, because it was for an in- 
crease," Green said today. 


He said he convinced the five 


House members of the ap- 
propriations 
conference 


committee of this and they were 
determined to get the special 
funding for Navarro College or 
fund neither. 


Green 
said, 
"Three 
old 


senators on the 
conference 


committee were determined not 
to fund the Navarro College 
request. 
This 
produced 
a 


stalemate 
and 
both 
ap- 


propriations were dropped." 


"We certainly pointed up the 


inadequacies in junior college 
funding," Green said. "The 
formula 
currently 
in 
use 


penalizes colleges which ex- 
perience unexpected jumps in 
enrollment."

Gober that after advertising for 
bids, the city has received only 
two 
responses, 
one 
from 


Banker's Life, the city's present 
insurance agent, and Blue Cross 
- Blue Shield. 


HE SAID THE final bid from 


Banker's Life would cost the 
city $34.99 monthly for each 
employe, with each employe 
having 
to 
pay 
$58.13 
for 


dependents. 


The Blue Cross-Blue Shield 


bid was $20.25 for the city's cost 
per month for each employe, 
and $38.16 for the employe's 
part for dependents. 


Ballenger 
explained 
that 


prior to April 1 of this year, the 
city was paying $16.24 for each 
employe, and the employe was 
paying $24.73 for dependents. 
That amount has since in- 
creased to $19.97 for the city and 
$31.23 for the employe. 


Ballenger said he compiled a 


list 
of specifications before 


asking 
for 
bids. 
The 


specifications call for maternity 
benefits which the city's present 
insurance plan does not have. 
Life insurance benefits would 
also be raised from $2,000 per 
employe to $8,000 for depart- 
ment 
heads 
and 
the 
city 


manager, and $4,000 for each 
regular employe. 


HE SAID THAT Blue Cross- 


Blue Shield also offered a 24- 
month guarantee, which will 
"have the rates tied down for at 
least 24 months." 


Although the commission took 


no formal action on the matter, 
Norris asked that the item be 
placed on the agenda for the 
next regular meeting, and if 
approved then, the policy would 
go into effect July 1.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Un- 


der threat of a suit, the F.W. 
Woolworth Co. will start with- 
drawing from its stores all chil- 
dren's sleepwear in order to 
comply with a government ban 
on Tris, a flame retardant that 
has been linked to cancer. 


Woolworth officials said the 


stores would take all children's 
sleepwear from the shelves, not 
just items known to have been 
treated with Tris. 


The retail chain signed a con- 


sent order late Tuesday under 
pressure from the Justice De- 
partment, agreeing to repur- 
chase Tris-treated garments 
from its stores. The Consumer 
Product Safety Commission on 


April 7 banned the sale of prod- 
ucts containing Tris. 


The Woolworth Co. made the 


commitment after the Justice 
Department, seeking to enforce 
the commission's ban, filed a 
civil suit in New York City. 


The Woolworth suit was the 


first filed to enforce the com- 
mission's order. 


The court action came on the 


same day the commission's 
chairman, S. John Byington, 
was telling members of Con- 
gress the agency has had prob- 
lems getting retailers to stop 
selling Tris-treated children's 
sleepwear. 


Under terms of the consent 


order, Woolworth agreed to 


comply with the commission's 
sales ban, remove the Tris- 
treated merchandise from store 
shelves and contribute up to 
$5,000 toward the cost of the 
commission's investigation. 


According to the lawsuit, 


Woolworth stores in 14 metro- 
politan areas were selling the 
Tris-treated 
garments 
as 


recently 
as 
Saturday, 
five 


weeks after the ban was an- 
nounced by the government. 


Edward 
F. 
Gibbons, 


Woolworth's president, said the 
company believed it had com- 
plied with the commission's 
regulations since all Woolworth 
and Woolco stores were told in 
April to remove Tris-treated 


garments from sale. 


But Gibbons said the com- 


pany now was ordering its 
stores "to immediately remove 
all other children's sleepwear" 
and to place the items in stor- 
age. He said the action was 
taken "because of possible am- 
biguities" in the commission's 
regulations. 


Earlier Tuesday, Byington 


said a lack of communication 
from chemical and garment 
manufacturers to retailers was 
responsible for the continued 
sales of Tris-treated products.

Asked 
if 
she 
engaged 


primarily in classical concerts, 
she laughted, "I 
play for 


everything — churches, civic 
clubs, dinners, weddings and 
receptions." 


"My musical interests are 


very 
diversified 
— 
from 


classical 
to 
popular, 
from 


church music to country and 
western, and I am very fond of 
opera." She doesn't care for 
"rock" music, however. 


Her concert program will 


include several Chopin works, 
several Scarlatti sonatas and 


the Beethoven Sonata in F 
Minor. 


Does she have a favorite, she 


was asked. 


"I would say that Chopin is 


my 
favorite, 
and 
then 


Beethoven and Bach. I never 
heard anything of Chopin's that

A native of Dallas, she has

sighted people.

Judge takes under advisement 
arguments over Trinity lakes

HOUSTON-Federal 
District 


Judge Carl 0. Bue Jr. said 
Tuesday that he intends to act 
quickly in deciding how his 1973 
injunction affects three lake 
projects in the upper Trinity 
watershed. 


The decision will affect the 


Tennessee Colony Lake project 
near Corsicana as well as two 
lakes, Lakeview and Aubrey, 
near Dallas. 


Bue, at the end of seven days 


of testimony told attorneys for 
the Trinity River Authority 
(TRA), the Sierra Club and the 
U. S. Army Corps of Engineers 
that he intended to issue a 
"bench decision within the next 
several days." 


THE HEARING WAS on a 


motion to clarify Bue's four- 
year-old injunction he issued in 
an environmental suit against 
the Wallisville Dam and the 
Trinity project. 


The TRA argued Tuesday 


that the projects were separate 
projects and not actually one 
single plan. James Keahy, 
attorney representing TRA, told 
Bue that the term "Trinity 
River project" was a misnomer 
and came into being when the 
Corps of Engineers lumped all 
the projects in the Trinity 
Master plan into one group 
under that heading in an ap- 
propriations 
request 
to 


Congress. 


Keahy also asked that Bue 


withhold a decision until later 
when it is known whether or not 
this Congress will fund Ten- 
nessee Colony Lake separately. 
Last year $1 million dollars was 
appropriated for the purchase 
of land for Tennessee Colony. 


KEAHY ADDED that land 


purchase has been held up 
because of the injunction. He 
said that each lake is a separate 
project and each should have a 
separate environmental study 
since it is not related to the 
other lakes planned by the river 
authority. 


Ray 
Berry, 
attorney 


representing the Sierra Club, 
said that each project is in- 
terrelated and therefore an 
environmental impact study of 
the interrelation should be done. 


Berry said that an en- 


vironmental study conducted by 


Stephen 
F. 
Austin 
State 


University 
cited 
several 


ecological 
and 
economic 


problems that would be caused 
by the building of the lake. 


He explained that the study 


said significant amounts of 
lignite coal would be inundated 
by 
Tennessee 
Colony. 


Estimates as to the amount of 
coal in the Trinity bottom in 
Navarro 
County 
and 


surrounding counties differed. 


DON GARDNER, A farmer, 


free-lance journalist and tree 
surgeon testified that, in the 
course of his investigation of the 
Trinity River master plan for a 
story that appears this week in 
the Texas Observer, he learned 
that there was "a whole lot of 
coal" in the area. 


He explained that studies he 


had heard about indicated that 
it -would take 35 to 40 years to 
mine the coal. His testimony on 
coal differed 
with Navarro 


County 
Judge 
Rob 
Dunn's 


testimony that there was little 
coal in the area. 


Dunn 
also 
testified 
that 


periodic floods on the Trinity 
River made it virtually im- 
possible, 
or 
profitable for 


farmers or ranchers in Navarro 
County to use the land. 


John Randolph Parton, a 


resident of Madison County and 
Gardner both testified that the 
Trinity floods were good for the 
grazing pastures. 


DUNN'S TESTIMONY in- 


dicated that the bottom land 
along the Trinity in Navarro 
County could not be used for 
farmland. He said he knew one 
man who had not been able to 
raise a wheat crop in four years 
because of the poor condition of 
the land. 


Paul Newton, Director of 


Agriculture 
for 
the 
Texas 


Department of Corrections said 
that 14,000 acres of crops near 
the 
Caulfield 
unit 
were 


destroyed by floods last year. 
He said that a total of 20,000 to 
50,000 acres of TDC farm and 
ranch land was subject to 
flooding from the Trinity. 


Parton testified that he had 


attempted to testify at hearings 
held by TRA on its revised 
master plan in 1975 and that he 
was denied an opportunity to do 
so by TRA officials conducting 
the meetings. 


Parton, who operates a ranch 


near Madisonville and is also in 
the oil business, said he and 
writer John Henry Faulk, at- 
tempted to make a speech at a 
hearing in Crockett, but were 
told they could not speak until 
the very end of the meeting. 


FAULK'S 
TESTIMONY 


agreed, but he added that he 
was not treated badly by TRA 
Chairman 
Guy Jackson 
or 


Executive 
Director 
David 


Brune. He said that he and 
Parton signed up to speak early 
in the meeting, but were told 
they could not speak until the 
end of the meeting. Faulk said 
he and Parton left. 


Gardner testified that en- 


vironmental studies said that 
the 
water 
from 
Tennessee 


Colony would n ot be able to be 
used for drinking water by 
either Dallas or Houston as was 
claimed by TRA. 


E. B. Cape, Director of Public 


Works for the City of Houston, 
read a resolution approved by 
the Houston City Council which 
endorsed the Tennessee Colony 
Lake for the purpose of insuring 
a surface water supply for the 
city in the year 2015, the 
projected date when the lake 
would be full. 


CAPE SAID THAT Houston's 


population was growing at the 
rate of about 65,000 people a 
year and that the projected 
population in the year 2015 is 
between 3.5 million and four 
million people. 


Keahy, 
in 
his 
closing 


arguments to Bue said that each 


lake project should be con- 


sidered 
separately 
because 


each lake had its own uses and 
purposes not directly related to 
other projects. 


Berry repeated his stand that 


the entire Master Plan for the 


Trinity is interrelated and that 
each project affects theother. 


Assistant U. S. Attorney Jack 


Shephard, 
representing

Corps, said that the Corps felt 
that 
when 
Congress 
ap- 


propriated funds last year its 
intention was to have Tennessee 
Colony built separately. 


Following the hearing TRA 


officials would not comment 
directly on the proceedings, but 
did say they were encouraged 
by Bue's attitude.

bor, the House of Representa- 
tives is expected to give its ap- 
proval to a bill that will allow 
nearly three million federal 
employes to take part in parti- 
san oolitics.

"Solar energy is here now," ac- 


cording to Charles Orsak, principal 
investigator with the Navarro College 
Solar Energy Development depart- 
ment. 


What's more, Orsak says, more and 


more people are becoming aware of 
solar and other alternative energy 
sources. 


Orsak, back in Corsicana 
after 


spending the week of May 2 at a 
Helioscience Institute in Palm Springs, 
Calif., was working once again last 
week with occupational analyst Harold 
Gibson on designing a curriculum for 
solar energy technicians. 


THE MOST STARTLING aspect of 


the California conference, according to 
Orsak, was the turnout. 


"They were expecting about 200 


people and ended up with over 600 each 
day plus more than 20,000 people 
looking at the various solar and 
alternative energy displays," Orsak 
said. 


As enthusiastic as he is over the 


turnout at the conference, Orsak is also 
pleased with Navarro's place in the 
solar development field. 


Orsak reports that the top priority 


among those at the conference was 
what kind of incentives would be 
provided to the individuals who are 
coming up with the ideas in the solar 
field. 


But the number two priority item, 


Orsak says, is overall education in solar 
energy. 


THIS ENTAILS NOT only 
the 


training 
of solar 
engineers 
and 


technicians, but also increasing public 
awareness of solar possibilities and 
conservation practices. 


Orsak says Navarro is hoping to offer 


a non-credit night course next fall on 
energy science to let those people 
seeking more information on solar 
energy, wind energy and the depletion 
of fossil fuels. 


Similarly, he says the college is 


hoping for an ejective offering in its 
technical division for a more precise 
course 
on 
alternative 
energy 


technology. 


These courses will preview the solar 


technician program Orsak and Gibson 
are putting together under a grant from 
the Energy and Research Development 
Agency. And, these courses will also 
help answer what Orsak says is a 
growing local curiosity about solar 
energy. 


HE SAYS THAT HE regularly 


receives calls from area people seeking 
more information and proclaiming 
their support for solar development. 


Additionally, the college has already 


begun 
receiving 
inquiries 
from 


prospective students seeking training 
in the solar field. 


The courses to provide this solar 


training may be the ultimate result of 
Orsak's current studies. But first will 


determine if there is sufficient demand 
for trained technicians to warrant a 
new course of study and, if so, what 
should be included in the curriculum. 


This was the gist of what he presented 


to the Palm Springs conference and 
was a preliminary step toward a paper 
he will present to a Florida energy 
conference next month in Orlando. 


ORSAK SAYS THAT those par- 


ticipating in the California conference 
were, 
particularly 
interested 
in 


Navarro's work toward establishing a 
solar technician curriculum. 


He says that solar energy's big plus 


— the independence of the many in- 
dividual experimenters — also means 
there is a lot of confusion in the field. 
Confusion which a lot of people are 
hoping Navarro's study will eliminate, 
Orsak says. 


Tentatively, Orsak is looking at two 


separate 
programs 
for 
solar 


technicians. 


A one-year program would train 


students to install and maintain solar 
equipment. 


A 
two-year 
program 
with 
an 


associate degree would train the solar 
technicians 
into paraprofessionals, 


who, Orsak says, would be capable of 
helping design solar systems to include 
specific 
requirements 
of existing 


structures. 


IN ANTICIPATION of these training 


programs, Navarro is applying, in 
conjunction with three other schools, 


for a $1 million grant to test the results 
of whatever training curriculum is 
designed. 


It is the college's work in designing 


this curriculum that is earning Orsak 
his trips to solar conferences, and 
Orsak says that Navarro's national 
recognition in the field may be further 
enhanced if tentative plans to hold a 
solar conference in the southwest 
materialize. 


He says Navarro would be the major 


host of such a gathering. 


OF 
COURSE, 
WITH 
Navarro 


providing the lead in training solar 
technicians, the students will have to 
have something to work on. 


Orsak says the practical side of the 


job can be learned on either a solar 
greenhouse or on a solar heated hot 
water system being considered for one 
of the girls' dorms. 


The training is coming just in time, 


too, according to Orsak. He not only 
attended the California solar con- 
ference, but also visited with state 
officials from California and Arizona, 
the latter state having since passed a 
bill to provide a 35 per cent rebate to 
people installing solar energy equip- 
ment on their homes. 


With this kind of development and 


increasing electric and gas rates, 
Orsak says "The market is crying for 
the manpower" to design and install 
solar collectors — a national cry for 
help that may be answered by Navarro.
